State Will be Short $135,000, 

Governor Candler is wrestling 
with a deficiency in the state treas- 
ury which there seems its be qo 
way of providing for unless t&e 
legislature reduces the appropria-r 
tions for the coming year. 

The figures show that with tae 
taxes to be collected the expenses 
of the state will be such that there 
will be a deficiency of $56,888. 
This will exist without including; 
the pensions for the indigent wid* 
ows, the new class of pensioners 
created at the last session of the 
general assembly. It was provid- 
ed at that time that these should 
be paid out of any funds in the 
treasury not otherwise appro-^ 
priatod. 

It will recjiiire -$78, 000 to pay 
these widows next year, there ber- 
ing about 1,800) of them. If these 
are paid the deficiency ia the ireass 
ury will be increased by that 
amount, making a total of nearly 
$135,000. 

This deficiency, it appears, will 
exist in spite of the fact that the 
full tax rate allowed by law, $5.44 
en the $1,000, was levied this year. 
This grows out of the faet that the 
legislature made unusually large 
appropriations (last year, and 
heavier inroads than usual have 
been made on the treasury. In 
some respects the state is just a 
year behind in its bookkeeping, as 
part of the taxes to bo collected 
next month will be used to pay ex- 
penses incuritfg during the fiscal 
year that has just closed. 

The situation is one which the 
legislature will have to meet when 
it convenes. There is no doubt 
that Governor Candler will say 
something about the matter in his 
message, but what he will recom- 
mend is not known at the present 
eraor was not ins 
about the matter 
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The Georgia legislature con- 
venes on the 23rd inst.

1 say this because we>aare been 
presented with' musty meal for 
bread for weeks past that is not 
healthy for man and perhaps not 
for beast. We do not know who 
is to blame, the mills that .grind 
the corn or those who offer to sell 
the unhealthy corn as meal. At 
any rate we think a good corn 
i mill might be erected at or near 
'■ Oahloiicga with good advantage 
j and hope of profit to the owner, and! 
j who could furnish good and heal-: 
I thy corn meal to the people at all 
times. Now at this time when the . 
laboring man totes home a few 
>pouDds of meal in the evening and 
the good wife makes the corn bread 
for supper and the family meet 
■-around the table and the bread is 
■broken and the musty oder is in- 
flated, and made sick and refuse 
to eat it and wait' till morning 
.for a biscuit. 

The condition now oxists in re-. 
gard to unhealthy meal called^up to' 
my mind quite a calamity in refer- 
erance to bread that occurred when 
I was a boy between the years 
of 1832 and 1836. A great wind 
storm occurred when the corn was 
in roasting ears. All alone the 
southern slope of the Blue Ridge 
in South Carolina and perhaps 
other sections of the -country in S. 
•O. the corn was: left for -the people! 
the north-side of the Blue Ridge 
Georgia and western North 
Carolina. The crops were a little 
later and the destruction was 
not so great, and also in that sec- 
tion there were fine erops of # rye 
and the people did not suffer so 
much. However early in the sum- 
mer I knew corn to to sell at oyer 
two dollars a bushel and made 
musty meal at that. In July* rye 
bread came in and the people did 
not suffer. JDuring the winter 
and spring a great-number of peo^ 
pie-came over from Pickens and 
other parts of South Carolina to 
Tennessee Valley to buy corn. A 
number of families who did not 
have money to buy bread moyed 
over and remained and worked foi 
their bread where they could find 
it. That was a time of great do* 
struction which rl have not yet for- 
gotten; but surely we are not -now 
destitute of good souud 
•so we should have good healthy 
bread. N. F. Hgwae©.

The Necessity and Dignity of 
Laboi . 

From a letter of Sir Walter Scott 
to his son: 

"I rely upon it that you are i 
work hard in the classical m 
getting out the rubbish as fast as 
you can, and preparing your 
to collect the ore, cannot impress 
upon your mind that labor is the 
condition which God has imposed 
on us in every station in life — there 
is nothing worth having that can 
be had without it— from the bread 
which tbe peasant wins with the 
sweat of his brow, to the sports by 
which the rich man must get rid of 
his enuni. The only difference be- 
tween them is r that the poor man 
labors to get a> dinner to his appes 
tite, the rich to get an appetite to 
his dinner. As for knowledge, it 
can no more be planted in the hu- 
man mind without labor than a 
field of wheat can be produced 
through the preyious use of the 
plow. There is, indeed, this real 
difference, that a chance of cireunv- 
ay cause it that another 
reap what a former sows; but 
no man can be deprived,, whether 
accident or misfortune, of the 
fruit of his own studies; and tbe 
liberal and splendid acquistions of 
knowledge which he makes all for 
his own use. Labor, my dear boy; 
1 improve the time. 
'In youth our steps are light, 
and our minds are ductile, and 
knowledge is easily laid up. But 
if we neglect our spring, our sum- 
mer will be useless and contempti- 
ble; our harvest will be chaff, and 
the winter of our old age unre- 
spected and desolate."

Afterward Joseph Decker, a neigh- 
bor, shot it. It measured eight 
feet from tip to tip. 



The Eafconton Messenger has 
this to say about the distribution 
of the tax money which meets our 
approval : 

There is a disposition in cer- 
tain quarters to kick because some 
counties in Georgia get back more 
money in the public school fund 
than they pay the State in taxes, 
while others get back a great deal 
less. The counties that get back a 
great deal less are those in which 
large cifres are located, and ob- 
viously the complaint is from 
those cities. This complaint is 
made with well-simulated air of 
injury, but as a matter of fact 
there is no cause for complaint. 
The State taxes are levied equita- 
bly and collected uniformly, ex- 
cept as to tax dodgers in the large 
cities, and the school fund is dis- 
tributed properlv and lawful- 
ly. 

The object of the public school 
laws to provide a common school 
education for every child in the 
State between certain ages. To 
this end the public school fund 
is distributed in the different 
counties of the state according to 
school population, and the coun- 
ties of Fulton, Chatham, Rich- 
mond, Bibb and Muscogee, in 
which large cities are located, get 
their pro rata share, according to 
school population. Nothing 
could be fairer, and and the sum 
paid into the state treasury in 
taxes by these counties, or by the 
other counties, had and should 
have nothing to do with the mat- 
ter if distribution of this fund. 
If the funds were distributed ac- 
cording to the amount of state 
taxes paid by each county, the 
per capita sum would be consider- 
ably greater in some counties than 
n others, and thus an inequality 
would be created and a real injus- 
tice done. The public schools of 
some counties would have more 
money than they needed, and 
those of other counties would not 
have enough to run three mouths 
the year. 

There is naturally greater 
wealth in the counties containing 
large cities, and these counties 
pay more money in state taxes, 
but the state tax rate is the same 
throughout the state. The system 
of taxation being uniform, there 
can be no discrimination against 
the large cities, and the fact that 
the sum total paid by them is lar- 
ger than paid by counties which 
do not contain large cities is mere- 
ly the result oi the registration of 
wealth in the large, cities. 

The whole thing is right. It 
could not be. changed equitably, 
and lawfully.
